Project  Windows  _ _ 

In  the  less  affluent  communities  in  New  Yoric  City, 
there  exist  many  vacant  buildings.  In  cooperation 
with  those  communities  and  the  Dept,  of  Housing 
Preservation  and  Development,  a  vacant  building  of 
high  visibility  and  potential  will  be  selected  for 
this  project.  Artists  and  Architects  will  be  in¬ 
vited  to  propose  new  infills  for  the  existing  win 
dow  openings  of  the  building.  Submitted  designs 
will  be  reviewed  by  a  panel  consisting  of  artists, 
architects,  and  community  representatives.  Chosen 
designs  will  be  excuted  and  installed  in  the  selec¬ 
ted  building,  as  a  temporary  solution  to  protect 
the  building  as  well  as  to  improve  its  visual 
quality.  Documentation  of  this  project  will  be 
shown  to  the  public  at  STOREFRONT. 
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Project  Doors 


Approximately  thirty  artiste  and  architects  will 
participate  in  this  project.  They  are  to  find 
existing  unused  "doors" (doors  of  presently  vacant 
buildings)  around  New  York  City.  These  doors  are 
to  be  replaced  with  "substitute  doors"  of  the  same 
size ( salvaged,  acquired,  or  fabricated),  each  an 
individual  expression  of  one  participant.  These 
"substitute  doors"  would  simply  be  secured  in  front 
of  the  existing  doors,  with  concern  for  the  build¬ 
ing's  security  as  well  as  its  appearance.  These 
doors  with  a  "new  face"  will  appear  at  many  differ¬ 
ent  locations  around  the  city,  in  the  hope  of  im¬ 
proving  our  urban  environment.  Documentation  of 
this  project  will  be  shown  to  the  public  at  STORE¬ 
FRONT. 
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Project  Shelter 

Project  Shelter  is  an  architectural  competition 
open  for  design  proposals  for  new  shelter  housing 
for  the  city's  homeless  population.  The  site  is  a 
6-block-long  Public  Park  on  the  Lower  Eastside  of 
Manhattan,  which  is  presently  underutilized.  The 
submitted  designs  will  be  reviewed  by  a  panel  of 
architects,  artists,  and  community  representatives 
and  exhibited  at  STOREFRONT.  This  is  an  indepen¬ 
dent  competition  from  STOREFRONT,  to  raise  the  in¬ 
terest  and  the  support  of  the  public  and  the  pro¬ 
fessionals  in  this  area,  and  to  set  a  precedent 
for  the  city  and  its  Planning  Commission  to  follow 
these  studies.

The  goal  of  STOREFRONT  is  to  expand  the  role  of 
art  and  architecture  by  merging  the  esthetic 
quest  and  public  life.  The  motivating  force 
behind  STOREFRONT  is  the  belief  that  the 
purposes  and  the  activities  of  art  and 
architecture  are  inseparable  from  the  social  and 
public  issues  of  our  time  and  its  future. 
Through  on-going  series  of  public  projects  that 
include  individual  and  group  exhibitions, 
publications,  seminars  and  lectures,  STOREFRONT 
initiates  and  provides  a  forum  where  artists  and 
architects  can  present  their  creative  visions  to 
engage  the  general  public  and  the  professions. 

History 

STOREFRONT  was  founded  by  Kyong  Park  in  the 
spring  of  1982  as  a  not-for-profit  organization 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Cultural  Council 
Foundation.  The  following  September,  STOREFRONT 
opened  its  public  offices  and  a  gallery /per form- 
mance  space  at  51  Prince  Street  in  New  York 
City.  Since  that  time,  over  300  artists  and 
architects  have  participated  in  STOREFRONT 
projects.  Examples  of  previous  and  future 
projects  include  Gowanus  Canal  Redefined  -  the 
reuse  of  Brooklyn's  polluted  canal  (1982),  Food 
for  the  Soup  Kitchens  -  exhibition  and 

performance  series  to  raise  funds  for  the 
homeless  (1983),  Adam's  House  in  Paradise  - 
alternative  housing  projects  designed  to  save 
"The  Garden  of  Eden"  in  New  York  City  from  its 
Housing  Authority  (1984),  Homeless  at  Home  (in¬ 
progress),  What's  To  Be  Done  With  Tilted  Arc, 
(1985),  Rejected  Public  Art,  (1986).
